happen d in our Time of renewing this Ceremo- 


ny, or that 1 ever ſhou d have been called upon 


on the ſame Account, to ſpeak from this Place. 
For, altho' in the Succeſſor, we have much 
ground to hope and expect, that the Loſs We 
have received by the Death of our late Biſhop 
will be much repaĩred, yet the Remembrance of 
this moſt excellent Man will always be freſh a- 
mongſt us, and we ſhall ever find Occaſion to- 
regret that we were ſo ſoon, ſo very foon, de- 
prived of a Perſon every Way fo well qualify d, 
anct o zealouſly diſpoſed to promote the Wel- 
fare of Religion in general, and that of this 


Shurch and Dioceſe in particular. But thus it 
Has pleaſed G'OD, in his Wiſdom, that it ſnou'd 
be. He was one of thoſe truly good, and holy

2 it is more our Duty to 3 in a 
Diſpenſation which forbad us the longer Enjoyment 
of him.
